The National Board of Health. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 9.— The substi- 
tute offered in the Senate to-day 
to the yellow fever bill reduces 
the appropriation from $550,000 to $500,000 
and strikes out the sections which provide 
that all rules and regulations for the pre- 
vention of the introduction of 
disease shall be controlled by 
a national board of health, and inserts that the 
board shall co-operate with and aid the State 
boards and association in the enforcement 
of sanitarv laws. When suggestions 
by the National Board are considered neces- 
sary, and objection is made by the State 
boards, then the matter shall be re- 
ferred to the President of the United States, 
who _ shall, in his judgment it 1s 
necessary, order said recommendations of the 
national board to be carried into effect, and he 
may detail an officer or appoint a person for 
that purpose. The national board shall 
make rules governing vessels’ sailing 
from foreign ports, which, after being ap- 
2 by the President aud published, shall 
ve forwarded to the proper Consular officers, 
w ho shall see that they are properly observed. 

Army Promotions. 

WASHINGTON, May 9,—The last army bill 
contained a resolution with regard to promo- 
tions in the army which was not perfectly 
understood, and the President sent to the 
Senate certain nominations, which were first 
referred to the Military Committee and then to 
the Judiciary Committee. A sub-committee 
was appointed to consider the matter, and af- 
tera consultation with the Judge Advocate, 
General Dunn, it is authoritatively stated that 
they will report that the promotious can not 
be made. 

THE SENATE PENSION COMMITTEE.

The Women’s National Suffrage Association 
met at St. George’s Hall this morning ata tew 
minutes before ten o'clock. Mrs. Gage pre- 
sided, Mrs. Stanton not yet having arrived. 

Mrs. Spencer arose to reply to some criticisms 
in the Globe- Democrat of to-day 
concerning the manner ot conduct - 
ing business in the Convention. Sho said the 


reporter who wrote the criticism ought to go 
to Congress and see how they conduct business 
there. 

On motion of Mrs. Spencer, Miss Susan B. 
Anthony was elected Vice-l’resident of the as 
sociation. 

Mrs. Martha Joslyn Gage was unanimously 
elected Chairman ot the Executive Committee. 

Mrs. Spencer then reperted the platform and 
declaration of principles of the assocmtion, as 
reported in the Post-DISPATCH vesterday, for 
discussion and adoption, or rejection. The 
sections were taken up separately, and most 
ot them were adopted without material change. 

A VERY AMUSING INCIDENT 
occurred during a little speech Miss Anthony 
wus making on a section of the resolutions. A 
nov was seen distmbuting some papers through 
the audience, Mrs. Guge, tie president, in- 
terrupted Miss Anthony and turned to the boy 
and asked what be was doing.

The Bible and religion were the 
foundations of personal and public liberty. 
Miss Anthony took another view. 
Ihis convention should clearly detine 
the rights of women, and it was a popular be- 
liefthat the Bible made woman subject to 
man; that idea should be refuted and false in- 
terpretations of the Scripture fully exposed. 
Mrs. Merriwether was also in favor of the res- 
olution, and she wanted every woman in 
the convention to go home and read the 
Bible for herselt and make her own interpreta- 
tion, and not cepend upon men for an inter- 
pretation. 

Mrs. Thompson, who has made so fine an im- 
pression in her speeches, was opposed to 
adopting any resolution thay would furnish 
carting religionists a text for com- 
pluint and criticism. Mrs. Gage resigned 
the chairto Mrs. Spencer, and spoke at some 
length on the subject. She was in favor ot free 
and enlightened Biblical interpretation. She 
was intuavor of progress, and she did not see 
why women shculd nottake apartinit.

Although some years have elapsed since cer- 
tain disclosures of corrupt proceedings, oc- 
curring between officials and gamblers, be- 
came thoroughly public, more recent revela- 
tions in courts of law, and through a commit- 
tee of legislative inquiry as well as the last 
grand jury report, present an aggregate of 
testimony as to the continuance of licensed 
gambling in St. Louis. 

That the term licensed applies in this mat- 
ter must be the effect on any unbiased mind 
when the above facts are reviewed, and that 
those who have had authority to act must 
have been directly or indirectly influenced to 
allow gambling its present bold and solid front, 
if we may pass upon the evidence lately shown 
in public prints. 

It is well worthy of remark that the princi- 
pal factor in a prosperous condition of gam- 
bling in this city, for a number of years past, 
bas been 

KENO. 
This game is a sort of a lottery, the drawings 


' occurring every five minutes on an average. 


From its principal contestant, faro, it exacts 
a royalty as to players, for if there were no 
keno houses, faro would have a better attend- 
ance. To offset this, let it be noted that while 
keno runs, faro prospers through the allow- 
ance of general gambling. 

For many years past, whenever there has 
been no keno, the faro men have received such 
persecution as made business unprofitable as 
well as hazardous, and they recognize the fact 
that the suffrage of faro depends upon keno, 
and that a diminished game thereby is better 
than none, as when their game is barred the 
keno men make it so hot for faro dealers that 
a general cessation of business follows. 

There have been times when gambling, ex- 
cept in a quiet way, was completely squelched. 

It used to be the custom to arrest players, 
keepers and employes in squads and march 
them, day ar night, in a mighty interesting 
way, through our streets. 

‘Lhe result of such terrifying 

RAIDS AND CONVICTIONS 
or their troublous consequences in courts was 
to drive all species of public gaming from plain 
view. 

Such action forces faro dealers with few ex- 
ceptions to seek other localities, as faroisa 
game requiring constant play and money han- 
dled in quantity to pay heavy expenses—the 
amount of expense to capital employed being 
greater than most any legitimate business. 

The re-adoption of measures used in the 
past can not but have a precisely similar effect. 
It needs, however, but the usual order to 
bring them all to a close in one day, and were 
each patrolman required to visit every gam- 
bling house on his beat as often as req! in 
his discretion, to see and report if ord ere 
complied with, a quietus would soon d. 

Raids instituted merely for the pu of 
confiscating gambling devices, duplicated with 
in five minutes by the proprietors, are worse 
than worthicss and a benefit to none except 
those persons making and selling apparatus 
carried away by the police. | 

It is possible that those in authority, believ- 
ing, as many persons of thoughtful experience 
do, that gambling is a misdemeanor that can- 
not well be suppressed, look towards a regu- 
lation or a restriction of the vice as the best way 
of dealing with it. It is certain that severe 
measures are never long continued and with 
their lapse the old condition of affairs is soon 
resumed. 

A visit of inspection made by our reporter to 
the 

VARIOUS GAMING ESTABLISHMENTS 

in the city finds a full business, the times con- 
sidered. No interruptions, raids or troubles 
have occurred for some time except a batch of 
grand jury indictments, about one-half the de- 
fendants being found cuilty, paying, cheer- 
fully, a modest 850 fine or getting off with 
costs, etc. 

In the keno business are to be found: Frank 
Gregory, 24 South Fourth street; Godfrey & 
Powers, Third, southwest corner Washing- 
ton avenue; Pate & Thompson, 12 North Fourth 
„9 North Sixth street. 

Of all the species of gambling detrimental to 
public morals, an incentive to crime, the first 
step with many to a downward course, we 
would cheerfully recommend that of keno—a 
gume that anybody can play, and fascinating 
from its constant excitement. 

A visit to 

PATE’S OR TO GODFREY’S, 
at most any hour, from early in the morning 
till late at night, shows. from thirty to fifty 
persons seated at long tables and provided 
with keno cards with buttons to cover numbers 
called. 

The attendance of players or hangers-on at 
these places keeps the rooms crowded at all 
bours with a strangely assorted crew. Inter- 
spersed with men of business, clerks and a 
large proportion of young fellows in idleness 
or cut of employment, may be found a sprink- 
ling of the class often ‘‘wanted’’ by the police, 
and also the usual number of harpies, who 
live upon the town, in the chances of gamb- 
ling and by roping to ‘‘brace’’ faro games and 
other such schemes of robbery. Some idea of 

THE DAILY PROFITS 
made by keno may be of interest. The aver- 
age number of hours of business (six days of 
the week cnly) is sixteen, and the number of 
games rolled is from twelve to thirteen an 
hour, it being the intention to complete about 
200 kenoes daily. The amount of money in 
these pools ranges from $2 to $20, owing to the 
time cf day or amount ofplay. Before noon 
they reach $4 to $5, and afternoon sometimes 
higher, but at night, more particularly Satur- 
day night, reach the highest figures. Allow- 
ing $7 average in a pot, we find that per- 
centage (15 per cent claimed but 20 per cent 
more often taken) is made daily on some 
$1,400, making average receipts probably $250 
daily, which, allowing $50 expenses, leaves 
$200 daily profit. When times are a trifle 
dull it is probable that business drops to 
$1,000 CLEAR, WEEKLY. 

Itis hardly a matter of surprise that keno 
should be a source of corruption in our State 
politics when we have two houses here clear- 
ing each $0,000 annually. Notably two men 
have atiained fortunes inthe business. Twelve 
years ago R. C. Pate wascomparatively « poor 
man, to-day his wealth is estimated from a 
quarter of a million to double that figure, and 
he is said to command mor: ready money than 
any capitalist in the city. 

Mr. Pate secmed to have

of the keno traffic here for some years, but 
the perseverance of Henry Godfrey prevailed, 
and he was admitted to the charmed circie—a 
sudden stride from poverty to the possession 
of Aladdin’s lamp. It is rumored that Mr. 
P. bas an interest in Mr. G. 's business, and 
it has only been of late that any competitors 
were allowed against these two establish- 
ments. N

In conclusion, this much may be said of.

, petty robberies, as well as 
great defalcations, result from a desire to 
play without means, and in most cases 
no other inducement could be the occasion of 
temptation. 

It is safe to say that keno causes more dam- 
age than all other species of gambling com- 
bined; that its repression will cause proba- 
bly two hundred young men to seek other em- 
ployment than that of raising a stake to pam- 
per a hideous monopoly which it were base 
flattery to call rohbery.

The expense of one of these estab- 
lishments runs from $400 to $500 per month, 
while the receipts may not average more than 
$1,000 to $1,500 inthe sametime. Regard- 
ing square faro,’’ it may be remarked that 
except to the constant or professional player 
who may be able te ‘‘protect’’ himself, 
this term is often mythical in houses consider- 
ed square. 

The rule of a gambler’s life is to get enough 
money to do a square usiness and get a fair 
reputation for honesty ; Win fairly if possible, 
if not, 

WIN ANYHOW. 
Let some party known to have a good sum of 
money play alone, or when the coast is clear, 
and if not well posted he will fall by the road- 
side. To win a ‘*sucker’s’’ money it is not 
always necessary to have foul cards or a two- 
card box, for an ordinary dealer with a square 
deck can work on a player’s known peculiari- 
ties soas to win his money satisfactorily; nor 
are other means neglected if this fails. Occa- 
sionally the capital of some faro concern is lost, 
but only when won by professionals. Some men 
and some houses under their control always 
make big money.

is suid to be one from which no player ever 
escapes with money, while at 114 1-2 N. Sixth

Any parties starting op- 
position square 10 cent games receive genuine 
and sudden mysterious raids and troubles that 
soon caused them to throw up the sponge,and 
the B. 's remain in full possession of the fieid. 

For a year or two past all the parties above 
mentioned. square or brace, have received 
most lenient treatment, and none more than 
those altogether ‘‘un the rob. 

It may well be doubted if there bea city in 
the United States having such peace and pros- 
perity as is now found in gambling circles 
here. 

The little and noble army that daily issues 
forth from the brace dens and scours theaters, 
hotels, billiard rooms and the city generally, 
are totally unchecked in operation, while pro- 
prietors of ‘‘square’’ games have so much 
protection they arrogate the privilege of clos- 
ing the doors to such players as may be con- 
sidered detrimental totheirtrade. Certain 
police sergeants walk the streets daily arm in 
arm with gamblers, or are seen in front of 
these places in gay and pleasant confab that 
smacks of drinks and cigars—and what else 
the outside world need notknow. And this 
is but a hasty sketch of gambling as it exists 
in St. Louis to-day—a picture to which there 
could be many additions and more light.

ter Killed by Father. 


Col. Harvey Whittaker’s Treatment of his 
Family--Shockingly Beating an Adult 
Son and Fatally Shot by Him 
an Hour Afterward. 


[From the Cincinnati Enguirer. | 

MONTEREY, OHIO, May 4.—After lingering 
inagony for two days, Harvey Whittaker, 
who was shoton Thursday last by his son 
Jonathan, breathed his last at5 o’clock last 
evening. The details of the parricide and the 
causes that led up to it reveal a sad story of 
domestic unhappiness in a family looked upon 
until now as one of the most respectable in the 
county. 

Col. John H. Whittaker, or, as he was more 
familiarly known here, Harvey Whittaker, 
wasa careful, industrious, and prosperous 
farmer. He owned about 125 acres of good 
land, with a good house and barn, and hada 
large family of sons and daughters, of whom 
the parricide, Jonathan, was the third eldest. 
Unhappily Harvey Whittaker, though esteem- 
ed by his neighbors, was not respected at 
home. He had been a stern parent, harsh in 
his treatment of his children, and they had 
grown up more in fear than in love of him. 
Hie was a good father, in that he provided for 
his family, but he made the mistake of ruling 
them asa tyrant. His eldest son, before he 
arrived at his majority, ran away from home 
and enlisted in the army, forced into the step, 
it is averred, by the uncompromising severity 
of his father: but this did not seem to influ- 


ence the latter torelax his vigorous treatment 
of the other children. Frequent quarrels 
between him and them, after they grew up, 
resulted. 

Mr. Whittaker seemsto -have been doubly 
severe toward Jonathan, who was lazy, shift- 
less. and inclined to be disrespectful and un- 
dutiful. From his infancy he had been sub- 
ject to epileptic fits, which seemed to be 


hereditary in the family, and they at times 


incapacitated him from doing any work. Still, 
even when well, he would not work, and as 
his father would have no loafers/ around him, 
he was several times driven from home after 
being given the choice to work as the rest of 
the family or go. He found lodging in some 
neighbor’s house or in their barns, sneaking 
home while the father was out in the fields at 
work, and getting his meals from his mother. 
Whenever his father caught him at home a 
quarrel, which usually ended in blows, was the 
result, the father generally coming out best in 
these unnatural conflicts. 

Three or four weeks ago Jonathan was driven 
from the house by his father for refusing to 
work and generally misbehaving nimself. He 
found lodging in the barn of a near neighbor, 
and, as usual in his father’s absence, sneaked 
home to get bis food. On Thursday last he 
went to the house in this manner shortly after 
dinner. and, being under the influence of 
liquor (getting drunk being one of his vices), 
quarreled with his grandfather, 
who is blind and decrepit. The father start- 
ed to call his son (Jonathan’s father), but 
Jonathan seized him by the arm and with 
some force burled him to the other end of the 
room. Hethen went out of the house, and 
after lounging around for a while entered the 
cider mill, and, getting a bottle of cider, 
started for a neighbor’s tield, which adjoined 
his father’s. This neighbor, Mr. Holloway, 
be invited to drink with him, and then, 
seating himself on the top rail of a fence, he

Jonathan begged to be let up, and on get- 


ting to his feet promised to mend his ways. 


His father then seized him by the collar, 
dragged him to where Holloway was working, 
and made him repeat his promises, which 
were that he would go home and work three 
days a week for his board and maintenance. 


Then his father told him to go home and wash 


his face, which was bruisea and bloody. 
Jonathan went home and his mother washed 
his face and fixed him up, after which he 
set out down the road, tell- 
ing his mother he would go off fishing for a 
day or two, until his father’s temper had 
cooled down. Instead of coming to Monterey, 
he stopped at the first house, and borrowed a 
double-barrel shot-gun from the man living 
there, a Mr. Snell, on the pretense that he 
was going squirrel hunting. Covtinuing down 
the road, he stopped at the house of a man 
named Burns and tried to borrow some large 
shot, saying that he wanted to shoot hawks. 
Burns had none, and he came on to this place 
and bought a nickel’s worth of No. 7 shot, the 
largest they had atthe store. He then started 
for home, carrying his gun. 

Mrs. Snell, who had heard of his quarrel 
that afternoon with his father and dared not 
trust him with the gun, met him as he reached 
her house, and, to disarm his suspicions, 
jokingly asked him to let her have it, as she 
wanted to use it. He refused, telling her that 
he intended to use it, and walked on. Mr. 
Holloway met him, and asked what he was 
going to do with the gun. Jonathan muttered 
something about not allowing the old man 
(his father) to abuse him all the time, and 
passed on. 

Half a mile further on Jonathan reached his 
father’s premises. Just at that time the latter 
stepped out toward the fence and said some- 
thing to Jonathan. Loud words followed. 
Then Jonathan was seen to raise the gun and 
eoint it at his father. The latter put up his 
right hand to shield himself; there was a flash 
and the old man dropped. In a moment, 
however, be was on his feet and staggering, all 
bloody, to the gate. The son covered him with 
the other barrel of the gun and ordered him to 
stand back, but the father staggered out into 
the road, apparently dazed and blinded; im- 
mediately another report rang out and the old 
man again fell, just as some of the neighbors 
appeared on the scene. One started for a 
— and another wrenched the gun from 
the parrieide, the wounded father in thejmean- 
time staggering into his home. 

The messenger for the physician on his way 
passed through this village and told of the 
occurrence. A son of the murdered man was 
in Monterey at the time, and, accompanied by 
several others,started forthe scene of the mur- 
der. As they reached the outskirts of the city 
they met Jonathan coming in. This brother 
jumped upon Jonathan in a frenzy of passion, 
and, knocking him down, kicked and pound- 
ed him in such a way as to threaten a fratri- 
cidal murder. He was pulled off, however, 
and Jonathan, whose coming here seems to 
have been for the purpose of giving himself 
up, walked on to Squire Hall’s office and 
surrendered himself. He was promptly com- 
mitted to jail. Owing to the excitement in 
the neighborhood he was removed for safe- 
keeping to the Batavia jail. 

Jonathan Whittaker is about 26 years of 
age, rather sickly-looking, and nothing of the 
desperado in his appearance. He has thin, 
light hair; weak, gray eyes, and a very slim 
blonde moustache. His face is just now ter- 
ribly battered and bruised. th eyes are 
blackened, his mouth bruised and skinned, 
and his head swollen in places from the kick- 
ing. He does not seem as yet to realize bis 

osition, and manifests no compunction for 

is bloody deed. He acknowledges the quarrel 
with his grandfather on Thursday, and tells 
the same story as the others about the 
beating bis father gave him, but there 
his version of the story begins to differ 
from the others. He says he got the gun to go 
shooting squirrels, but concluded to wait un- 
til next day. He started to go to the barn, 
where he was going to sleep, and onthe way 
loaded his gun to shoot at a squirrel, but the 
latter got away before he could discharge it. 
To reach the place where he intended to stay 
during the night, he had to pass his father’s 
house.. The father came out and asked him, 
„what in bh—ll he was marching up and dowa 
the road with a gun for.’’ He answered that 
the road was free and passed on. His father 
started, he says, he supposed, to beat him 
again, and he warned him not to come near 
him. Then his father stooped down and pick- 
ed up a stone, and he remembers no more un- 
til be found himself struggling with Snell for 
the possession of the gun. 

Jonathan says that his epileptic fits were 
brought on when he was nme years ofage by 
his father beating him over the head with a 
club. His mother brother and all his 
relatives deny the stories of his fits having 
been produced by his father beating him. 
They say he bas had them ever since | 
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ABDYOCTED BY HIS WIFE. 
Singular a Tallor’s Disappear- 
ance fell to the Police.

Yesterday afterneon Mr. Isaac Peiser, of 
No. 237 Division street, called on Superin- 
tendent Walling and invoked the aid of the 
police to find his brother Marx, who, he said, 
had been abducted by his own wife and three 
unknown men from in front of his residence, 
No. 55 Eldridge street. Marx is a tailor by 
occupation. He ig an Israelite, and was born 
in England. His brother said that seven years 
ago, while in Manchester, England, Marx was 
married to an Irish Catholic girl. They lived 
happily together for four years there,and then 
came to this country. Mrs. Peiser, at the ur- 
gent solicitation of her husband, promised to 
embrace the Jewish faith on her arrival here. 
After awhile, however, she made some unde- 
She changed her religion, as she promised. 
sirable acquaintances, and returned to her 
original fuith. Her brother-in-law 
said that she became dissipated 
in her habits and neglected her 
nusband and her family duties. She got into 
the habit of remaining out all night, and 
finally ber husband abandoned her and went 
to live in Newark, N. J. The couple were 
separated for a yeur, and the wife then suc- 
ceeded in obtaining her husband’s forgive- 
ness. He, believing her promises to reform, 
went to live with her again. They set up 
housekeeping again at No. 55 Eldridge street, 
and for two weeks their domestic life was 
peaceful and happy. One night she met a 
young man with whom she had been pre- 
viously acquainted, and remained out all 
night. When she returned the next day she 
gave no explanation of her absence. This kind 
of conduct continued for several weeks, and 
finally her husband droye ber from the house. 
He got work atatailoring establishment in 
Sheriff street and continued to tive in Eldridge 
street. Between 12 and 1 o’clock yesterday 
morning, as Marx wus —— in front of 
his residence, he was accosted by his wife. 
With- tears in her eyes, she 
implored him to take her back 
to his home, but he refused to have anything 
to do with ber. She promised to be a good 
woman and to make his home happy. He 
r her und said, I swore that 
God Almighty should kill me if I lived with 
you again. This seemed to enrage the 
woman and, springing to her feet, she cried: 
have begged you, and you refused; now 
I' compel you to live with me. She then 
gave a signal and three men appeared. They 
lifted Marx in their arms and carried him 
off, and since that time his brother has neith- 
er seen nor heard from him. ‘The particu- 
lars of the abduction, as related above, were 
obtained from Max Levy, a resident of the 
same house, who witnessed the whole affair, 
but who says he was too much frightened to 
give an alarm or call forthe police. Several 
ofticers have been detailed to investigate 
the case. Mrs. Peiser is said 
to live at No. 29 Prince street, 
but the people of the house deny all 
knowledge of her. The abducted husband is 
described as 20 years of age, 5 1eet 5 inches in 
height, having a dark complexion and a biack 
mustache. Ile is very slim, and looks deli- 
cate. ‘The friends of Marx are greatly alarm- 
ed at his disappearance. 

Peiser, the abducted husband, returned to 
his brother’s house last night. He said that 
he had again forgiveu his wife, and had de- 
termined to live with her again,as he believed 
that she had reformed.

in the human system the disease which we de- 
nominate yellow fever, seeins to be universally 
conceded. Opinion is divided, however, as to 
the nature or character of this elementary 
principle. One class of inquirers seek tor it 
among the guses, vapors, malaria, etc., a8 
volatile. A second class seek for it asa mys- 
terious animal germ organization, Which in 
some mysterious way gets into the 
human system and is there, after 
* period of incubation, varying 
from two days to two, three or four weeks, de- 
veloped into an active form of yellow fever. 
A third cla-s seek for it in the vegetable king- 
dom in the class of cryptogamous plants, or 
jungi, and is developed by spore growth when 
under the influence of favorable surroundings 
—the chief of which is a thoroughly tropical 
climate,as regards a high degree ot nearly uni- 
form heut, and excessive saturation of the at- 
mosphere—to which class of enquirers the 
writer acknowledges his adhesion. 

The first cluss of enquirers, or those who seek 
forthe elementary cause of yellow fever in 
gases Or walaria, must necessurily admit thatg 

IT IS INDIGENOUS 
in all localities where the disease presents it- 
self; for who ever heard of an epidemic of ma- 
larial fever breaking outina high, salubrious 
section of coantry from unpacking a trunk of 
clothing, or a box ofjdry goods that had come 
from a malarial tever infected district? 

Besides, in the history of our past yellow 
fever epidemic, those places where malarial 
fevers are almost constantly prevalent eitber 
escy ped the yellow fever entirely or had a tew 
cuses ot a mild form, whereas, in other sections 
with a bouwstiul salubrious climate and where 
malarial fever was an entire stranger, the 
most virulent form ot yellow fever prevallei— 
witness Holly Springs, Mississippi. 

That class of investigators who seek forthe 
cause of yeilow fever in animal germs neces- 
earily believe that the disease is always im- 
ported and never indigenous, and rely chiefly, 
muy say entirely, upon quurantine for pro- 
tecticn against an outbreak of the disease ib an 
epidemic form. Also, that these germs ure 
all destroyed by a heavy frost and that no more 
yellow fever can prevail until fresh germs are 
im ported from the tropics 

With this class of theorists it is not very ma- 
terial whether we have an exceedingly trop- 
icul summer or a cool one. If the germs are im- 
ported they will necessurily propagate, and 
yellow fever isthe result regardiess of all hygie- 
nie measures. They believe «ls0 that fumiga- 
tion with carbolie seid or with sulphur vapor 
will destroy or render them past resuscitation 
for all damaging purposes to general health. 
‘Those who seek to explain the phenomena ot 
yellow feverthrough the vegetable, feryptoga- 
mic or 

SPORE PROPAGATION 
or, in other words, vegetable parasitic growth, 
Lelieve that it is purely a zymotic disease, aris- 
ing from a process of fermentation alone, and 
his ‘ving no connection or relation 
tiscascs depending on miasmata for 
origin. 

in the ordinary fermentation of common 
yeast (tarula cerivisa) when put into a soiu- 
tion of sugar and water aided bv a certain de- 
gree of heat we have a pure process of ferinen- 
tut ion, simple in its nature yet genelating a most 
deadly poison—carbonic acid gas. The brew 
er's yeast is perfectly free from any poisonous 
properties; so is the sugur solution, and the 
feimenting process is simply the growth of the 
toiula or yeast plant. But woe be to any ani- 
wel organism that inbales this deadly poison. 

(rj ptogamous botany occupies an immense 
field in the department of natural history, and 
niuc.u of this is yet unexplored from the fact 
that the microscope is necessarily brought into 
almost cOnstant requisition. 

It is believed Ly Some that there is a cryp- 
togumous or fungus plant resembling in some of 
its properties the yeust plant, that it will be⸗ 
come active and grow most luxunmantly under 
the influence of tropical heat and moisture; 2, 
that there is a pavuldim or elementin the blood 
or somewhere in the System Qf an unuac- 

ciimated person, which is acted upon 
in u manner somewhat resembling the sugar 
solution when acted apon by the brewer's 
veust, undthat tbe carbonic acid generated 
trom this process in the system is the real de- 
stroyer of vital forees. 

THIS HYPOTHETICAL CRYPTOGAMIC PLANT 

is capable of very rapid growth ander the fa- 
vorzebie influences of a tropical climate, and 
willthrow off spores beyond enumeration— 
euch spore containing many granulesfor spur- 
idiu, which is the true yeasting element. These 
float ubontin the atmosphere, and ure of 30 
subtle a character as to be caken into the lungs 
with the oxygen through inhalation. When 
oncein the circulation, aided by the natural 
temperature of the human system, the true 
z\ motic process, or fermentation, is inaugurat- 
ed, carbonic acid yas is rapidly generated, and 
its haneful effects soon exposed.
